Continued Prosecution Application 



1 . The request filed on 8-9-00 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 37 
CFR 1 .53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/1 1 7,795 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows. Claims 1-3 are pending. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Evaluations of the level of ordinary skill in the art require consideration of such factors as 
various prior art approaches, types of problems encountered in the art, rapidity with which 
innovations are made, sophistication of technology involved, educational background of those 
actively working in the field, commercial success, and failure of others. The "person having 
ordinary skill" in this art has the capability of understanding the scientific and engineering 
principles applicable to the claimed invention. The evidence of record including the references 
and/or admissions are considered to reasonably reflect this level of skill. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over JP 63069897 A 
(Abstract) . The abstract of Japanese patent 63069897- A describes a detergent composition 
comprising 5-95 % of one or more amines of mono-, di-, and triethanol amines, 0.2-50 % of one

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or more high boiling point solvents comprising diethylene glycol monobutyl ether and benzyl 
alcohol used for heavy dirt attached to hard surfaces. Since the abstract teaches the limitations of 
instant claims 1-3, the reference is deemed to be anticipatory. In the alternative that the above 
disclosure is insufficient to anticipate the above listed claims, it nonetheless would have been 
obvious to the skilled artisan at the time of the invention to have produced the claimed 
composition as taught in the Japanese patent, since each of the claimed components are disclosed 
by the abstract. Therefore, claims 1-3 are rendered obvious in view of the teachings of JP 
63069897 A. 

Conclusion 

5. This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/1 17,795. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application.
